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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Applicant's request for consideration has been considered. The arguments from the interview of October 4th, 
and the arguments from the response of 9/19/07 have all been considered. Examiners agree that the prior art does not teach throwing an 
article containing aromatherapeutic agent at a target to release the fragrance, or throwning an article at a target containing an 
aromatherapeutic agent to release the fragrance. As such, claims 32-35 would be allowed if re-written in independent form including all 
the limitations of base claim 23, and any intervening claims. 

Examiners also believe that claims 24, 26 and 27 would be allowable if amended to include a positve recitation of the action step. Claim 
24 should be amended to recite that the exerting step comprises throwing said article at said target. Claim 26 should be amended to 
recite that said exerting step comprises striking said portion of said punching bag. And claim 27 should be amended to recite that said 
exerting step comprises striking said dashboard or other portion of said vehicle. 

Examiners believe that it is the particular action step, in combination with the target or article, which distinguishes these method claims 
from the prior art. Examiners do not believe that the article claims adequately convey this action step and as such, are not considered 
allowable. 

Examiners believe that the claims have been adequately considered for the reasons given in the advisory action specifically addressing 
the after final of 9/19/07. The final is being maintained. 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the final rejection and reassignment of the application has been forwarded to the Office of the 
Director of Technology Center 1700 for consideration. 
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
